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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 56, 76. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
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applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
"two electrical pathways 81" (pg. 14 line 11) and "two electrical pathways 91" (pg. 14 
line 28) as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP 
§ 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Starr, Jr. 
(4,466,274). 

a. With respect to Claim 1 , Starr, Jr. discloses a sensor comprising two 
layers of contact material 42 ({Fig. 4}), and a flexible material 15 interposed 
between the two layers of contact material 42 (col. 4 lines 6-24); wherein the 
sensor can be used to simultaneously measure both shear and normal forces 
applied to the sensor (col. 4 lines 6-53, col. 5 lines 63-68, col. 6 lines 1-2 {Fig. 
5}). 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Repperger et al (6,736,015). 

a. With respect to Claim 1 1 , Repperger et al discloses a method of designing 
an object or device comprising the steps of : applying at least two flexible, 
compliant sensors 500 capable of simultaneously measuring both shear and 
normal forces, to locations on a prototype design of an object or device being 
designed; using the prototype design with the applied sensors 500 in at least one 
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application or test over a test period of time; measuring both the shear and the 
normal forces encountered at the sensor locations of the prototype design over at 
least part of the test time period; and modifying the design of the object or device 
in part based on the forces encountered by the prototype design during the 
application or test (col. 4 lines 18-68, col. 5 lines 1-28 {Figs. 5,6}). 

b. With respect to Claim 12, the method in claim 1 1 , wherein the sensor 300 
is statically responsive (col. 3 lines 14-45 {Fig. 3}). 

c. With respect to Claims 13-20, the method in claim 12, wherein the object 
or device is a medical device, athletic footwear, automobiles, consumer goods, 
household furnishings, sporting event, the application is use by a patient or by a 
typical consumer (col. 1 lines 20-35 {Figs 8,9}). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter are based on the 
inclusion of: 

a. In Claim 1 , the sensor is statically responsive. 

b. In Claim 3, the flexible material interposed between the two layers of 
contact material is a composite sheet material comprising a compliant essentially 
non-conductive matrix and electrically conductive elements. 
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c. In Claim 4, the layers of contact material is formed from multiple 
conductive lines or regions. 

d. Claims 6-10 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reason 
for allowance is based on the inclusion of at least one of the layers of contact material is 
formed from multiple conductive lines or regions.
